But Blakslee Reiterates the 
Charge and Furnishes 
Memorandum in Proof--As- 
sailed Senators May Ask 
Dismissal of Blakslee and 
Burleson.

Washington, May 28.—(Special.)—-The 
row between the postoffice department 
and members of congress over railway 
mail pay and reorganization of the 
rural mail service which flared up in 
the senate committee on postoffices and 
post roads yesterday after months of 
bitter controversy between individual 
congressmen and the department, may 
lead to a demand that Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bruleson and Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General Blakslee be sepa- 
rated from the government service. 

Congressmen have not approved the 
course of the present administration 
of the postoffice department in effect- 
ing the reorganization of the rural mail 
service and the installation of service 
by motor vehicles in place of horse- 
drawn vehicles. The difference of opin- 
ion as to how the railroads should be 
compensated for carrying the mails has 
reached an acute stage. 

Hardwick All Wrought Up. 

Mr. Blakslee charged before the sen- 
ate committee that in approving pay- 
ment on an annual weighing basis in- 


stead of on the basis of space used in 


mail cars senators had “surrendered” to 
the railroads. Senator Hardwick re- 
sented the statement that the senate 
committee had been unduly friendly to 
the railroads. “I expressed my opin- 
ion,” persisted Mr. Blakslee, “as I had 
a right to do either as a private citizen 


or public official.” 


“You ought to exercise your rights 


as a private citizen in the future,” 


commented Senator Hdatrawtck:~ “Your 
action {gs a piece of thé grossest im- 
propriety. Anyone saying what you 
Rave said slanders and maligns me. 
By saying that this committee surren- 


dered to the railroads because it did. 


not accept your judgment in framing 
this bill you arrogate to yourself in- 
fallibility. Do you think congress sits 
here to take the orders of little bu- 
reau chiefs? Do you think it has no 
mind of its own? You assumed the 
tactics of a common slanderer.” 

‘T hope you do not mean to say I 
told untruths,” said Mr. Blakslee. 

“I do most emphatically impute that,” 
retorted Mr. Hardwick. 

“This is not the proper place to dis- 
cuss such charges,” said: - Mr. Blakslee. 
House Georgians Back Department.

IN TRIAL OF INNES 


Prosecution Handicapped, 
It Is Stated, by Absence of 
Miss Estelle Williams, and 
of Mrs. Mary Hayes, of San 
Antonio. 


DEFENSE WILL FIGHT 
MOTION TO POSTPONE 


Witnesses Summoned by 
the State From Many Sec- 
tions of Country Will Ar- 
rive Today — Innes’ First 
Wife Not Expected. 


The ‘state is considering asking a 
postponement of the Innes trial this 
morning on account of the failure to 
locate two most important witnesses. 

They are Miss Estelle Williams, of 
San Antonio, whom investigators of the 
state have been unable to locate, and 
Mrs. Mary Hayes, also of San Antonio, 
who is unable to attend. 

Mrs. Hayes is said to have been ac- 
quainted with Innes and his wife dur- 
ing their alleged residence in San An- 
tonio, when, it is alleged, they occu- 
pied the “death” bungalow at 120 Wil- 
kins avenue, and, although Solicitor 
Dorsey declines to disclose the nature 
of her testimony, she was expected to 
tell of conversations held with the 
prisoners. 

Similar testimony, it is stated, was 
expected of Miss Estelle Williams, who 
was on more intimate terms with the 
Inneses than any witness the prose- 
cution proposes to put upon the stand, 
it is said. 

Owner of “Death” Bungalow. 

Miss Williams was owner of the Wil- 
kins avenue bungalow. Prior to their 
departure from San Antonio for the 
Pacific coast at the close of the month 
the Nelms sisters disappeared, Miss 
Williams was in daily contact with Mr. 
and Mrs. Innes. 

Miss Williams has disappeared. She 
left San Antonio a year ago. One of 
the purposes of Walter LeCraw’s trip 
into the west was to find her. The 
prosecution expected to bring her to 
the witness stand to disclose the al- 
leged admissions made by the In- 
neses. 

LeCraw was una®le to find any trace 
of her. His search extended through 
Missouri and into Montana, No one 
could be found in San Amtonio who 
knew of her whereabouts: But the 
state is continuing its search with the 
expectation of finding her. In event 
she is traced during the trial an ef- 
fort will be made to secure an affi- 
davit by wire because of the length of 
time it would require to bring her to 
Atlanta. 

Mrs. Hayes is unable to attend on 
account of illness. It was through Mrs. 
Hayes that the investigators who orig- 
inally worked up the case against In- 
nes and his wife, traced the sausage 
grinder from San -Antonio, where the 
prisoners are said to have shipped it to 
Portland, Oregon—the grinder with 
which it was at one time charged the 
bodies of the missing sisters were 
chopped to pieces. 

Search for Mrs. Sinclair. 

Process servers from the solicitor's 
and sheriff's offices were busy Sunday 
searching for Mrs. Mary Sinclair, sister 
of Victor Innes, to subpoena her to 
appear as a witness for the prosecution. 
Their efforts were fruitless. It is said, 
however, that the sister will be put 
upon the stand by the defense. The 
prosecution, however, is anxious to get 
her to testify before she goes on the 
stand in her brother’s behalf. 

It was reported last night that Mrs. 
Viola Sickles, the first wife of Victor 
Innes, would not come to the trial be- 
cause of lilness. She has been a suf- 
ferer from asthma for the past several 
months. Mrs. John W. Nelms, mother 
of the missing daughters, has been in 
communication with her in an effort 
to get her to make the trip to Atlanta 
to testify. Recent letters from Mrs. 
Sickles express doubt that she can 
leave New York. 

Mrs. Sickles has been one of the 
most deeply interested figures in the 
Innes case. She is bitter toward her 
former husband, and has made long 
effort to regain the custody of her 5- 
year-old boy, who is now in the keep- 
ing of Mrs. Sinclair, the sister. The 
first Mrs. Innes was divorced several 
years ago. But the decree was not ob- 
tained in New York. Under the laws of 
that state if she once got the child 
back on New York soil she would be 
entitled to legal custody of it. 

Mrs. Sinclair has charged that Mrs. 
Innes No. 1 has frequently sought to 
kidnap the child. Mrs. Sickles has 
written to Atlanta that she strongly 
desired to attend the trial, largely in 
order that she might reopen the fight

M. S. Baughn, the man who conduct- 
ed the sensational liquor raid on Gi- 
rard, Ala., made 2 hurried trip to At- 
lanta Sunday, returning last night at 6 
o’clock to continue in charge of his 
band of deputies. 

He estimated the liquor confiscated 
up to date at a total value of at least 
$1,250,000. But this is not all. He said 
that there is still some $250,000 worth 
of whisky stored underground and oth- 
er places in Girard, 

Furthermore, he made the assertion 
that the Alabama town would be un- 
der martial law for perhaps & year 
while the question of disposing of the 
| confiscated property was being thresh- 
ed out in the courts. He expects it to

Talks of Liquor. 

“You would be amazed beyond power 
of expression to see those seven ware- 
houses stocked with confiscated liquor, 
he said.

My personal 
opinion is that it will be destroyed, 
but not within a year. In the mean- 
time it will be necessary to Beep the 
militia to guard the immense ware- 


houses.” 
Mr. Baughn told of instances of at- 


tempted bribery, and said that had he 
been willing he could have made as 
much as $25,000 by failing in his duty. 
One man, he stated, indirectly hinted 
at a bribe of $5,000 in order to save 
a large supply of liquor. 

The law agent denied that he had 
gone into Girard posing as an itinerant 
photographer, and had gathered evi- 
dence in this manner. Instead, he said, 
he had warned the whisky dealers of 
the place that if they did not dispose 
of their stock he would make a raid. 

“For fully sixty days before the raid 
was made,” he said, “I had by per-

OVER JAMES J. HILL 


Doctors Report: Outlook Ex- 
tremely Serious on Account 
of Patient’s Age. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 28.—James J. 
Hill, critically ill at his residence here, 
passed a restless, unsatisfactory day. 
While the pioneer railroad builder's 
pulse was good, his temperature was 
high and he suffered considerable pain. 
Intermittently he was unconscious. 

Waiting newspaper men and others 
were aroused sharply today when Rev. 
Vather Thomas J. Gibbons, vicar gen- 
eral of the St. Paul arch-diocese and 
pastor of the St. Paul Cathedral, hur- 
ried from the great cathedral edifice 
to the Hill mansion. At this time it 
was reported that Mr. Hill had suf- 
fered a slight sinking spell. 

Late tonight Dr. Briggs and Dr. Gil- 
fillan issued the following statement: 

“Condition tonight less favorable and 
on account of the patient's age the out- 
look becomes extremely serious.” 

Dr. William J. Mayo said: 

“Mr. Hill is a very sick man.”

Oil Operators at Tampico 
Wire President Wilson 
They Are Being Outrage- 
ously Treated by Mexican 
Authorities. 


Washington, May 28.—On the eve of 
Carranza’s note, 
renew the 


receipt of General 
which officials believe will 
demand for withdrawal of American 


troops from Mexico, and wit another 
conference between Americen and Mex- 
ican military commanders about to be- 
gin, a protest was received at the 
white house today reporting serious 
difficulties between American- oil oper- 
ators at Tampico and thie Mexican au- 
thorities. 

The protest came in the form of a 
telegram addressed to President Wilson 
by eighty-four American citizens resid- 
ing at Tampico, who had held a mass 
meeting and determined to lay their 
case before the government. They de- 
clered the Mexican military officials 
were promulgating degrees designed to 
make it impossible for Americans to do 
business in the country, and told how 
one of their number had been impris- 
oned for three hours because he refus- 
ed to pay his employees wages fixed 
by the authorities in excess of terme 
previously agreed upon with the men. 

The signers of the message asserted 
their right to protection from the 
American government, and announced 
their determination not to comply with 
arbitrary and confiscatory orders and 
decrees by the Mexicans. 

White house officials sent the protest 
to the state department for investiga- 
tion. Other complaints already have 
been received regarding recent decrees 
by the Carranza government, and it is 
probable that there will be representa- 
tions on the subject just as soon as the 
controversy over the presence of Amer- 
ican troops in Mexico is adjusted. 

Americans Can’t Do Business. 

“It has become practically impossible 
for an American to do business of any 
nature in this section of the country,” 
the Tampico message said, “because of 
restrictions placed by the authorities 


that we believe to be directed primarily 


against American citizens. For a year

pearance, which have been progressive 
in that they are consistently becoming 
more anti-American. We believe that 
the authorities had not the remotest 
idea, when they first began to issue 
such decrees, that they would be able 
to enforce them, but that when nothing 
was done by our government to secure 
their repeal, that these edicts have been 
made more stringent each day until 
now our property is threatened with 


' 
confiscation, and in some cases has ‘been 


actually confiscated, and 
liberty is menaced. 

“A military decree was issued some 
months ago providing that lands might 
not be leased in the state of Vera 
Cruz for oil purposes without the con- 
sent of the state government, and this 
decree has been modified until now no 
foreigner is permitted to acquire leases 
real estate or assignments. of leases 
from a native. In this state an Amer- 
ican may not acquire real estate nor 
may he lease land from a Mexican, nor 
will he even be permitted to lease a 
house or apartment for over one vear 
without a special permit. The military 
government of this state has instruct- 
ed the stamp office not to issue cer- 
tificates of transfer where one Ameri- 
can sells to another, and the governor 
refuses to certify to the signature of 
the notary in any contract or other in- 
strument in which an American ap- 
pears. The effect of this procedure is 
to prevent Americans from transferring 
their property to other foreigners. 

“A decree was issued a few days ago 
by the local military authorities pro- 
viding that labor should be paid and 
merchandise would be sold on a basis 
of Mexican gold, the consideration to 
be paid in Mexican paper money at an 
arbitrary value fixed by the govern- 
ment, regardless of the commercial va]- 
ue of this paper money as regulated by 
supply and demand. ... 

“All of the above decrees violate 
Mexican laws and are in contravention 
of the rights of Americans guaranteed 
by treaty between Mexico and the 
United States. We desire to know if 
the American government will permit 
the above decrees, or any of them, to 
remain in force where the rights of 
Americans are involved.

SERBIAN ARMY 
AT SALONIKI. 


Paris, May 28.—After crossing the 
Aegean sea without loss, the Serbian 
army in full strength now has been 
landed at Saloniki, according to a 


Wireless dispatch received here today. 


Serbia’s new army has been vari- 
ously estimated to number between 
80,000 and 100,000 officers and men. It 
was reorganized on the island of 
Corfu, approximately 700 miles by 
water from Saloniki. 

The Serbian army § totaled about 
300,000 men at the outbreak of the 
war, but this force was 
pleted as a result of an epidemic of 
typhus and by the engagements fought 
in an endeavor to check the Austro- 
German and Bulgarian invasion of 
Serbia and Montenegro. The remnant 
of the original armies Saved itself bv 
retreating through the Albanian 
mountains tothe eastern shores of the 
Adriatic. On reaching the sea coast 
the Serbians were transported to Cor- 
fu, off the southern coast of Albania, 
where they were supplied with new 
rifles and clothing and efficiently 
equipped for further service. 

When the reorganization had been 
completed the entente allies sought 
permission of the Athens government 
to transport the soldiers from Corfu 
to the base at Saloniki across Greek 
country by rail. This would have cut 
down the length of the journey by 
some 500 miles besides lessening the 
danger of attack on the transports by 
Teutonic submarines. Greece, how- 
ever, steadfastly refused to allow the 
troops to cross her territory. 

Two weeks ago an agreement was 
reached in the dispute, the entente 
powers deciding to transport the 
Serbian troops to Saloniki by sea. 


BULGARS SEIZE 
GREEK FORTS.

Petrograd reports an attempt of the 
Germans in the Lake Drisviaty region 
to start an offensive. The movement 
was stopped by the concentrated ar- 
tillery and rifle fire of the Russians. 

The Austrians are still on the of- 
fensive against the Italians in the re- 
gion southeast of Trent, but Rome re- 
ports that wherever infantry attacks 
were started the Austrians met with 
repulse. On the Isonzo front at San 
Michele the Italians in mining opera- 
tions destroyed Austrian trenches and 
took the defenders of them under their 
rifle fire as they fled.

FRENCH TAKE 
GERMAN CRATERS. 


Paris, May 28.—Occupation by the 
French of portions of three craters 
formed by the explosion of German 
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mines in the Argonne is announced in 
the official statement issued by the 
French war department this afternoon. 
Regarding the battle for Verdun, it 
reports a lively artillery duel to the 
west of the Meuse, in the vicinity of 
Dead Man Hill and intermittent can- 
nonading on the right bank of the 
river. In upper Alsace the French 
checked two attempts of the Germans 
to advance near Altkirch. 

The text of the statement says: 

“In the Argonne at Hill 285 and Haute 
Chevauchee we have occupied the 
southern lips of three craters made by 
the explosion of German mines. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse the 
bombardment has been rather lively in 
the region to the east of Le Mort 
Homme. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse and 
in the Woevre there has been inter- 
mittent artillery fighting. 

“In Alsace two attempts to advance 
northeast of Balschweiler and north- 
west of Altkirch have been checked by 
our fire which prevented the enemy 
from debouching. 

“On the rest of the front there has 
been the usual cannonading.” 

The official communication 
the war office tonight says: 

“In Champagne our artillery fire ex- 
Ploded a munitions depot of the enemy 
in the region of Ville-sur-Tourbe. 

“Qn the left bank of the Meuse a vio- 
lent bombardment occurred in the 
whole region of Le Mort Homme and 
in the sector west of Thiaumont farm 
on the right bank.

FRENCH REPULSED,

dun, were repulsed yesterday with 
heavy losses to the attackers, says the 
official statement issued today at Ger- 
man army headquarters.

“In the Lagarina valley the enemy 
multiplied his efforts, but while in- 
creasing his losses before our positions, 
nowhere was he able to break down the 
solid resistance of our brave troops. 

“Friday evening we repulsed a vio- 
lent attack against our lines south of 
Rio Cameras. Friday night and the 
following morning three additional at- 
tacks in the direction of the Buole pass 
also were repulsed. On the remainder 
of the front as far as the Astico artil- 
lery actions were in progress. Our fire 
at many places dispersed assemblages 
of enemy troops and columns on the 
march.

“In the Asiago zone strong enemy 
pressure continues east of the Val 
d’Assa and in the Galmara valley. In 
the Sugana valley we repulsed small 
enemy attacks in the Stringno Dasin. 
The number of prisoners taken by our 
Alpine troops in the engagement last 
Friday on the Maso torrent has been 
increased to 157. The eighth and 10ist 
Hungarian battalions which led the at- 
tack were completely defeated, aban- 
doning on the battlefield 300 rifles and 
a complete machine gun section, which 
was afterward turned against the en- 
emy. 

“In the Monte San Michele zone our 
mines destroyed to a large extent the 
enemy’s trenches, the defenders of 
which fled, but in doing so came under 
our fire.” 


BRITISH TO STOP 


GERMAN RAID. 


London, May 29.—The British official 
communication says: 

“About 11 o'clock Saturday evening 
after a short and heavy bombardment 
the enemy attempted to raid our 
trenches east of Calonne, but failed, 
and no enemy entered our trenches. 
An enemy night patrol was met by 
one of our patrols near Hehuterne and 
put to flight, leaving one dead. 
| “During the night the enemy blew 
up a mine a thousaind yards southeast 
of Neuville-St. Vaast, and also two ca- 
mouflets south of Loos and one east of 
Souchez. The mine did some damage to 
our trenches, as did also the Souchez 
+ gama but there were no casual- 

es. 

“Early in the morning for half an 
hour the enemy heavily shelled the 
area southwest of Zillebeke with gas 
shells, followed later by the bombard- 
ment of our communication trenches 
east of Zillebeke. 

“Today there was rather more hos- 
tile artillery fire than usual in the 
Fricourt and Mametz sectors, the Ho- 
henzollern redoubt and St. Eloi. We 
shelled the enemy trenches west of 
Beauvrains and opposite Hennescamps 
with good effect. 

“The enemy’s trench mortars were 
active about Anchuille, south of Serre 
and the quarry. 

“Our aeroplanes, taking advantage of 
the fine weather, accomplished useful 
work, the hostile aeroplanes were not 
active.”’ 


RUSSIANS CHECK 
GERMAN OFFENSIVE. 


Petrograd, May 28.—(Via London.)— 
A Russian official statement dated May 
27 reads: 

“After our violent artillery prepara- 
tion the Germans took the offensive in 
the region south of Lake Drisviaty 
against our trenches. By concentrated 
artillery and rifle fire we constrained 
the enemy to seek refuge in his own 
trenches. 

“On the remainder of the front there 
was only rifle fire. 

“Enemy aeroplanes flew over numer- 
ous sectors of the front. One was 
brought down ‘by our fire behind Il- 
loukst. 

“In the Black sea one of our subma- 
rines sank a large Turkish brig near 
the Anatolian coast, despite the fire 
of the coast batteries and an enemy 
aeroplane.

Platform and 


Latter May Run. 


Chicago, May 28.—Chairman Hilles, 
of the republican national committee, 
today expressed the opinion that the 
Platform adopted by nce rgrenioee soit 
mittee next month woul e unusua 
brief and deal only with the most vital 
public questions. He believes the prin- 
cipal planks will include the follow- 
ing: 
a statement on Americanism. 

A: statement on preparedness for ade- 


; quate military and naval defense. 


A declaration in favor of a protective 
tariff to be prepared by a non-partisan 
tariff commission created by congress 
with special attention to the needs of 
the industries of this country after 
the close of the European war. 

A declaration in favor of a merchant 
marine. 

4 statement dealing with the alleged 
shortcomings of the democratic na- 
tional administration. 

Chairman Hilles said there was a 
difference of opinion among the party 
leaders on national woman suffrage. 

The National Congressional Union 
will urge ‘the republicans to imsert a 
plank in favor of a suffrage amendment 
to the constitution and Chairman Hilles 
has promised the women a hearing be- 
fore the committee. The only other 
organization thus far to ask for a hear- 
ing is the Navy League of the United 
States, which will send a committee of 
$5, headed by its president, Robert M. 
Thompson, to plead for a plank for the 
enlargement of the navy. 


Hilles Discusses Roosevelt. 


Speaking of the probable action of 
the progressive national convention, 
Chairman Hilles said: 

“I imagine everybody assumes that 
the progressives will nominate Roose- 
velt’ for president. If the republican 
convention adopts a straightforward, 
sincere, ringing declaration of the vital 
public questions now being discussed 
and nominates a man clearly equal to 
the important tasks which will confront 
the next president, Koosevelt might 
not think there would be any need of 
his entering the field. But if the re- 
publicans nominate a man who Mr. 
Roosevelt thinks is a misfortune and 
adopts a platform which he regards as 
‘bunk’ he may feel so outraged as to 
run and perhaps help re-elect President 
Wilson.” 

Work of preparing the Chicago 
Coliseum for the convention has been 
completed. The big building with its 
12,025 seats is ready and will be kept 
under police guard day and night as a 
precaution against fire. It cost Chi- 
cago about $95,000 to provide the re- 
publican party with a suitable meeting 
Place for the convention and the ar- 
rangements are declared to be supe- 
rior to those of any hall ever used by 
the party for a similar purpose. Credit 
is given Colonel William F. Stone, of 
Baltimore, sergeant-at-arms of the na- 
tional committee, who personally su- 
pervised the work.

at the camp, the enrollment at the June 
camp is expected to far exceed that of 
May. 

Many From New York. 

A peculiar circumstance in connec- 
tion with the May camp is the fact that 
more men attended from the city of 
New York than from the entire state 
of Tennessee or any other southern 
state. This has been attributed to the 
fact that business men of the south are 
less able to get away from their work 
at this time. than at latter months in 
the summer. Already the list of en- 
rollments indicates that the situation 
will be changed during the June en- 
campment, and southerners will make 
up the greater portion of students, al- 
though the east will be well represent- 
ed—better than the officers really ex- 
pected in view of the fact that the 
camp at Plattsburg, N. J., opens in 
June. °* 

Captain Gordon Johnston, aide de 
camp of General Leonard Wood, of 
Governor's Island, N. J., was present at 
the Southern Military Training camp 
until last Monday when he left for Gov- 
ernor’s Island, later to attend the open- 
ing of the Plattsburg camp. Captain 
Johnston expects to return in time to 
be present when the June camp begins. 
He was materially valuable in aiding 
the publicity work of the camp, and 
conducted a vigorous advertising cam- 
paign through his office at the camp 
headquarters. 

Officers and students alike are unani- 
mous in the opinion that the May camp 
was a complete success. It was not as 
largely attended as they expect the 
June and July camps to be, but the 
men, the students, all showed them- 
selves adaptable to military duty. The 
officers express satisfaction at the ca- 
pability of the men; the students all 
claim to have fattened under the test 
of hard work. “I would not take a 
thousand dollars for the knowledge 
that I was able to stand as much work 
as the younger men and feel the ef- 
fects no worse,” is what ex-Mayor T.C. 
Thompson, of Chattanooga, a man of 
55 years, said about the camp after 
he had undergone seventeen days of 
training as a private in Company D. 

Fundamentals Taught. 


The first principles of military train- 
ing commenced with the opening 
day. The men were taught to 
keep step, the meaning of com- 
mands, handling of guns, order of 
arrangement, how to salute and when 
to salute, and other fundamentals. With 
this start they were gradually put into 
the more intricate maneuvers of arms, 
such as sham battles, long hikes and 
parade drills. By no means was the 
calisthenics the least ardous part of 
their training. This feature of the 
work was conducted by Captain H. J. 
Koehler, physical director at West 
Point, a man of more than sixty years, 
but as “active as a cat,” the recruits 
say. “The Koehler Cure” straightened 
the men’s backs, developed muscles 
that they didn’t know they had, und 
toughened them for the long marches, 
trench digging and other vigorous ex- 
ercises that are included in the train- 
ing course. 

The recruits fought their battles with 
the regulars stationed at the training 


camp. These consist of troop A of the 


Second cavalry, and companies 166 and 
168 coast artillery. Their battles con- 
sisted of defense work, the imaginary 
plan being this: The regulars repre- 
sented an invading army that has land- 
ed and captured Mobile. A _ division 
stormed and captured Atlanta, then 
sent a detachment to force a way 
through the mountains of east Ten- 
nessee by way of Chattanooga. Colo- 
nel Ketcham’s recruits constituted the 
defending army. By this practice the 
recruits were given what the officers 
considered excellent training in fight- 
ing and maneuvering, and in some in- 
stances the clash of arms of the oppos- 
ing forces was as realistic as an actual 
battle. 

At 6 o’clock every evening the stu- 
dents had a ten minutes’ review before 
the commanding officer. This is the 
event that is most popular with the 
visitors, and large crowds come out to 
ee the parade of the citizen sol- 

1ers., 


The lectures are given in a large au- 
ditorium tent, and every student is re- 
quired to attend. Taps are sounded at 
10 o'clock. 


Camp Ends With Hike. 


It didn’t take a student long to learn 
to eat, even if he had previously suf- 
fered from indigestion. When Captain 
Koehler released them from calisthen- 
ics, and the other officers put them 
through the various drills, it does not 
require a bugle call to tell them that 
it is mess time. 

The camp ended with a hike to the 
sovernment rifle range at Catoosa, Ga. 
The rifle range is a distance of about 
thirteen miles from the training camp. 
It was the intention of Colonel Ketch- 
am to march the men to Catoosa in 
two days, but rain last Monday and 
Tuesday delayed the start for a cou- 
ple of days, and in order to have the 
three days’ rifle practice the men were 
marched to the range in one day. Most 
of them stood it well, but many were 
forced to fall out of ranks and finish 
the trip in the ambulance wagon. Their 
complaints were mostly of sore feet and 
heat. Following the stop for dinner, 
the commanding officer softened to- 
ward the men, and took all of their 
packs from them. ‘This relieved the 
men of about sixty pounds which they 
were carrying. Even troop A of the 
cavalry, a cavalry troop having been 
organized about the second week of 
the camp, lost some of its men from 
fatigue. 

The state of Georgia was well rep- 
resented among the students of .the 
May ere Atlanta had six men ‘en- 
rolled, all of whom declare themselves 
much the better for their physical and 
military training during the thirty 
days of camp. The men are Henry A. 
Alexander, Edward D. Clarkson, Walter 
C. Hill, Remsen Porter King, Walter 
G. Mills and Edward Lyle. 


There had been considerable misun- | 


derstanding about the requirements of 
the authorities in connection with the 
camp, that the nublicity 
is trying to clear up. Many inquiries 
have been made as to whether an en- 
listed party at any one of the camps 
this year would be obliged to return 
next year. The officers are trying

Sum Exceeds by Millions 
All Previous Estimates. 
Collections on Liquor Grow | 


Despite Prohibition. 


‘ Washington, May 28.—Half a billion 
dollars will be the government’s in- 
ternal revenue tax toll for the fiscal 
year ending June 30 next, according 0 
a statement issued today by Secretary 
McAdoo. This sum, which Mr. - 
Adoo says exceeds by many millions 
‘all previous estimates, will be made 
up substantially as follows: 

Taxes on whisky, beer, cigars, cig- 
arettes and tobacco, $303,000,000. 

Taxes on the incomes of individuals 
and corporations, $115,000,000. 

Emergency tax collections, 
000,000. 

Volume of Money Increased. 


The volume of money pouring into 
the treasury has steadily increased 
since last fall until it is now greater 
than gt any time since the effects of 
che war began to be felt. Mr. McAdoo 
accounts for the situation as follows: 

“The great boom  in_ business is 
largely responsible for the increase in 
receipts from ordinary internal reve- 
nue. The prosperity of the country 
with the attendant wider scope of em- 
ployment and increase in wages has 
in itself resulted in a larger consump- 
tion of taxable articles, greatly 
menting the government’s revenue.” 

Consumption of whisky, cigars, cig- 
grettes and tobacco has increased, ac- 
cording to revenues received, while 
consumption of beer has _ decreased 
during the fiscal year. For the first 
ten months of the fiscal year, receipts 
of taxes on cigars, cigarettes and to- 
bacco increased $5,505,121 over the 
corresponding period a year ago, due 
in large part the statement says to 
the great improvement in business 
conditions. The statement continues: 


More Revenue From Whisky. 


“Notwithstanding the spread of pro- 

hibition, collections on distilled spirits 
for the first ten months of the current 
fiscal year increased $10,013,140 over 
the corresponding period of a year 
ago. This is due in great measure to 
the effective enforcement of the in- 
kernal revenue taxes on distilled spir- 
its. It is estimated that through the 
campaign of the treasury department 
against under-gauging, equalizing and 
blockading in disf lleries, the revenue 
of the governmert has been increased 
by probably $5,000,000 annually. 
“The only article of taxation show- 
i a decrease is beer. Because of the 
relatively low tax on “fermented 
liquors and the difficulty of getting 
untax-paid beer on the market, the 
commissioner says that the loss in tax 
on beer on account of fraud has been 
negligile and that the decrease is 
due principally to the increase in the 
prohibition laws. 

“It is estimated that expenditures 
from the internal revenue appropria- 
tion for the current fiscal year will 
amount to $7,200,000; and even if the 
collections amount to only $495,000,000, 
the cost of collection will be 1.45 per 
cent, the lowest in the history of the 
internal revenue service.

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MUNICIPAL BONDS. 


Clevelahd, Ohio, has voted a bond issue 
of $2,500,000 for a city auditorium and pub- 
lic hall which will be built at once. With 
this splendid structure completed, Cleveland 
will be able to provide not only for the av- 
erage convention of considerable propor- 
tions, in addition to furnishing periodic en- 
tertainment for its citizens, but will become 
an active and, in time, probably, a successful 
competitor for one or the other of the great 
national political conventions. 


Municipalities are coming more and more 
to this view every day; they are finding it 
the best business principle to bond them- 
selves within specified and reasonable lim- 
itations for the purpose of setting up need- 
ed, often very essential, improvements 
which could not be made out of ordinary 
maintenance funds. 

Augusta, Ga., right here at home, pre 
sents a most interesting case in the recent 
completion of her levee system designed to 
prevent the destructive Savannah river 
floods which have periodically caused ex- 
tensive damage to property and business in 
that city. It was found that this levee sys- 
tem would cost $1,750,000, a sum far in ex- 
cess of the city’s constitutional limitation of 
7 per cént on its taxable property, when its 
other indebtedness was taken into consid- 
eration. 

But that did not stop Augusta. The levee 
system had to be built; there was no escape 
from it short of suffering the same destruc- 
tion every time the Savannah river took a 
notion to run over things. Augusta went to 
the legislature and secured enactment of 
constitutional amendment legislation au- 
thorizing this bond issue, with the consent 
of the people, upon its waterworks plant 
and canal system as collateral. The people 
promptly approved it, the bonds were issued 
and the levee system is there today, a pro- 
tection to the city for all time against dis- 
astrous flood recurrence. 


Atlanta has been peculiarly favored by 
Providence. She doesn’t need to build 
levees to ward off floods, or to dig cyclone 
pits for protection against the angry wind. 
Set high upon a hill, the elements make no 
war upon her. 

But there are things Atlanta needs just 
as badly as Augusta needed her levee sys- 
tem. There are things Atlanta needs even 
worse than Cleveland needed her audito 
rium. Atlanta needs a complete, modern 
hospital. She needs sewer extensions and 
betterments for the protection of the public 
health, She needs waterworks extension, 
parks, and most imperative of all, just now, 
she needs more schools and better school 
facilities. 

Atlanta’s present indebtedness is not 
now half her constitutional bond limitation; 
there is leeway in plenty to do the very 
things Atlanta must do, and do almost at 
‘once, if she expects and hopes to keep the 
pace. 

‘Other municipalities, with conservative 
use of their credit and with modern, eco- 
nomic government systems, are already dis- 
tancing us, or threatening. 

What does Atlanta propose to do about it? 


ANTI-SHINGLE ORDINANCE. 


In urging upon council the enactment of 
the anti-wood shingle ordinance, such as 
that now in force in Augusta, Montgomery, 
Richmond and many other cities throughout 
the country, the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce, through its fire prevention commit- 
tee, is undoubtedly acting, after careful con- 
sideration, for the best interests of Atlanta. 

It ig a noteworthy fact that, in most 
cases, wherever improvements are made for 
fire prevention, along the lines of the recom- 
mendations of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters the added cost of such im- 
provements is always overcome or more than 
made up within a comparatively brief pe- 
riod by the reduced cost of fire insurance 
premiums. 

Private firms and corporations have long 
since learned this to their advantage, and 
have even gone to the extent of installing 
expensive sprinkler systems. Wherever 


profit within a very few years. 

The anti-wood shingle ordinance contem- 
plates a similar advantage to the public 
generally, to the owner of any building, no 
matter how small or insignificant. There is 
roofing material he can use, in many cases, 
in full accord with the ordinance, which 
costs no more than shingles, but which is 
approved from the standpoint of less 
flammability and will result in the reduc- 
tion of insurance cost. 

R. M. Walker, an Atlanta contractor, 
cites a specific case of a dwelling upon 
which the cost of recovering it with wooden 
shingles was $61.75. He had it covered 
with a material approved for that class of 
building under the proposed ordinance at a 
cost of $53.90, saving $7.85, and notes a 
further saving of $5.20 on a three-year in- 
surance premium, a total saving of $13.05.. 

Of course those who desire them may 
use far more expensive rooting materials; 
but the average will undoubtedly show a 
material saving where the saving in insur- 
ance premiums for a three or five-year 
period is considered. The fallacy of the 


: argument that the proposed ordinance 


would prove oppressive to the poor man 
may Readily be gathered from this fact. 

Again, the ordinance is important from 
a general municipal standpoint. If Atlanta 
should ever have a fire with a strong wind 
it would mean, with present highly inflam- 
mable roofs, a destructive conflagration on 
the order of those in Augusta, Nashville, 
Jacksonville and Paris, Texas. So that 
proper roofing will prove not only a protec- 
tion with reduced cost of premiums to the 
home owner himself, but to his neighbors 
on either side of him. 

The proposed ordinance is in no sense 
drastic, in that it provides for reasonable 
repairs of present wood shingle roofs, and 
forbids only the replacing of entire roofs 
with this material. There are approved 
materials one can use which cost little, if 
any, more than wooden shingles; an owner 
is at liberty to use these or more expensive 
ones, if he desires. 

The question is purely a business one, 
affecting the whole city and into which no 
smallest consideration of politics should 
enter. To perfect and pass the ordinance 
is a duty council owes Atlanta. 


OPERA BETWEEN BATTLES. 


War must have its peaceful moments and 
seasons of recreation. Much has been writ- 
ten of the nervous strain of life in the 
trenches, and it has not been exaggerated, 
but the men of the trenches who pose for 
the war photographers all wear smiling 
faces—whether in obedience to the “look 
pleasant” command, or not. 

We read of “movie shows” behind the 
lines, hastily improvised “opera houses,” the 
audiences being composed of officers and 
soldiers. 

The Germans have the best of it in the 
musical line, but there is gaiety enough on 
the French side, and the English soldiers 
have no lack of amusement. 

Musical America tells of what has been 
accomplished in musical diversion in hostile 
territory occupied by the Germans—at War- 
saw, in Brussels and in northern France: 


A special Germ&an opera season has 
also been announced for Sofia, Bulgaria. 
But the crown of all musical and oper- 
atic undertakings—which has attracted 
considerable attention—hag been a regu- 
lar German musical season at Lille, in 
France. The arrangement of this mus!i- 
cal undertaking was intrusted to Nor- 
bert Salter, the German representative 
of the Metropolitan Opera Company of 
New York, who here again had occasion 
to demonstrate his remarkable versa- 
tility. As one glances from one of the 
windows of the upper vestibule during 
an entr’acte, one sees scattered about 
the streets and square surrounding the 
theater hundreds of muskets and packed 
knapsacks arranged in pyramids. 


Thus the grim business of war is thrown 
into relief. There are lights as well as 
shadows, and the men make the most of 
every brief respite from the business of 
killing. 


CALLING COUNTRY BOYS. 


Just when farm schools are doing their 
best to fit the boys of the farms to become 
scientific farmers and to make farm life 
more attractive to them, the navy putg in 
a bid for their services. 

And it is a flattering bid, at that. The 
navy wants the country boy, not only be- 
cause he’s physically fit, but because he’s 
willing, and anxious to excel. 

In an interview in The Milwaukee Sen- 
tinel, touching the needs of the navy for 
young men with staying qualities, Monte 
C. McLaren, of the Milwaukee naval re- 
cruiting station, said: 


“The rawest kind of a country boy 
will make the best kind of material 
when properly handled. The navy de- 
partment wants lads from the country,” 
he said. “The navy is not particularly 
a calling for the sailor, but it is a place 
for a man who will take his place in 
the working out of a great system. The 
whole navy proposition is handled upon 
a very strict system plan, and it is found 
that it is the boy who is the ‘gawk’ that 
gets to the front in the end. The fel- 
low from New York ‘knows it all,’ while 
the farm boy admits that he doesn’t, but 
he is willing to learn.” 


But the naval call for farm boys indi- 
cates that they are in the minority in the 
service, and enlistment from the farms is 
not likely to become a serious proposition, 
as affecting agricultural interests, like that 
of exodus to the cities. 

Still, the navy needs the “best material,” 
and it should be a matter of pride to the 
farm boys that the department recognizes 
their worth in prospective service to their 
country.

In Boy Scout Movement, 
Declares Lewis Buddy 


A report recently sent from Washington 
states that the Boy Scouts of America had 
grown in numbers to 182,622 boys and scout- 
masters, an increase of 46 per cent within 
the last twelve months. And while all this 
growth has been going on, Atlanta has man~- 
aged to keep together only about 200 mem- 
bers. 

It is to remedy this deficiency, or to help 
the Atlanta scouts and scoutmasters remedy 
it, that Lewis Buddy, representing the Boy 
Scouts’ headquarters in New York, has come 
to Atlanta to spend an entire month. 

It is proposed, as the result of the cam- 
paign which Mr. Buddy will initiate and con- 
duct with the assistance of local scout lead- 
ers, to put the Boy Scout organization on & 
sustaining basis, to provide it with permé- 
nent headquarters in charge of an exec- 
utive head and an assistant, and to arrange 
for such other details as are essential to 
the growth and spread of the movement. 

In beginning the work Field Commis- 
sioner Buddy proposes first to get Atlantans 
of every age and class interested in the Boy

Scout movement, and there is no question 
as to their interest once they are informed 
upon what scouting is and what it means. 

“Do a good turn daily,” is the motto of 
scouting, and the boy who fails to live up to 
it is not a true scout. The motto alone is 
sufficient to prompt general and vigorous in- 
dorsement of the movement. 

The Atlanta program contemplates in- 
creasing the Boy Scout membership here 
from 200 to at least 2,000 in the next two 
years or less, and considering there are some 
20,000 boys of scout age in and around At- 
lanta, it should be comparatively an easy 
matter to carry it out. 

To put the movement in Atlanta on a sus- 
taining basia it is estimated that there will 
be required at least $12,000, which means 
approximately $4,000 a year for a period of 
three years. When the splendid results of it 
are seen, it is considered ample funds will 
be gladly given voluntarily to keep it going. 
Commissioner Buddy has just concluded a 
similar campaign at Scranton, Pa., a city 
smaller than Atlanta, where $12,000 was 
promptly raised to support and extend the 
scout movement. 

Discussing the Boy Scout movement and 
the features in it which appeal to practically 
to every citizen, Commissioner Buddy said: 

“Scouting is an out-door movement as 
distinguished from an institution. The scout 
program is designed to cover out-of-door 
activities. The woods is its gymnasium; the 
creek its swimming pool. 

“One of the fundamentals of scouting is 
service to others. In his oath the scout 
promises that he will do his best to help 
other people at all times. 

“Scouting represents the true democracy 
of boyhood. It breaks down the barriers of 
religious and other prejudices. A scout is a 
friend to all and a brother to every other 
scout. 

“Scouting is absolutely non-secetarian. 
There are no religious forms suggested or 
desired in the Boy Scout program. The typi- 
cal scout troop is made up of boys of every 
variety of faith or creed. A scout respects 
the convictions of others in the matter of 
faith or religion. 

“Scouting is absolutely non-military. It 
ig not military either in form or spirit, al- 
though it does instill in boys the military 
virtues, such as honor, loyalty, obedience and 
patriotism. The uniform, the patrol, the 
troops are not for military tactics; they are 
for the unity, the harmony and the rhythm 
of spirit that boys learn in scouting. 

“It is the spirit of scouting that the pro- 
gram develops in the boy that is of the 
greatest value to him through the adolescent 
period and that becomes a part of his life 
as he develops into manhood—a spirit of 
persona] service to his community and his 
fellowmen—a spirit of clean living and clean 
thinking—-a spirit of tolerance for the be- 
liefs and opinions of others. 

“The scout program brings to the life of 
the adolescent boy work and play and activi- 
ties that excite his interest, keep it and 
direct and develop in the best way his lively 
spirit, which is characteristic of that period 
of his life. 

“Finally, all these things combined pro- 
duce the best type of citizenship, and for 
this reason alone the scout program has its 
greatest value.” 

Commissioner Buddy is anxious that every 
organization in Atlanta, civic and otherwise, 
should be fully informed upon the Boy 
Scouts and the meaning of the movement. 
He has delivered several short talks on the 
subject, and would be glad to appear be- 
fore any who might desire to hear briefly 
from him.

HOLD MEETING THIS AFTERNOON 


Grant street property owners between 
Glenwood and Georgia avenues have ‘been 
making strenuous efforts during the past 
several weeks to have the assessments for 
paving this street with wood block investi- 
gated and some reduction made in the cost 
to them. A meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of considering the matter last week 
in the office of the city attorney, but no 
action was taken. Another meeting will be 
held at the same place this afternoon at 4 
o’clock. 

The objection raised by the property own- 
ers is to the assessment of $2.27 per front 
foot put on the property by the city for the 
share of the owners in the paving. They 
take the attitude that this charge is en- 
tiley too high under the conditions. 

The office of the chief of constructioz 
has a detailed outline of the exact cost o¢ 
the pavement. The first contract made with 
the contractors, Jameison & Hallowell, was 
for a sum of $2.64 per square yard. The 
whole affair was held up for some months 
until a controversy between the city and 
the street car company relative to the lay- 
ing of concrete foundations under the tracks 
of the company was settled. 

‘ First Contract Cancelled. 

The original contract was then cancelled 
at the request of the contractors and a new 
one made. This specified that the contrac- 
tors be paid the cost of the operation and 
an additional 10 per cent profit. It was 
under the second contract, entered into by 
the streets committee and council, that the 
work was finally taken up and finished. 

According to the books in the office of 
the chief of construction, the total cost of 
the pavement, including the 10 per cent al- 


lowed as profit to the contractors, was $22,- 
366.17. To this was added the sum of $480.51 
paid by the city for relining the curb, side 
drains, lighting and other items in connec- 
tion with the work. 

The total actual cost of the pavement 
was, therefore, all items included, $22,846.88. 

The total number of yards laid by the 
contractors accordingly was 7,735.67. The 
cost per yard, figured by the city and the 
contractors, was $2.95 34-100. 

The street car company yardage was 
3,543.2, and this sum multiplied by the cost 
per yard brings the total to be paid by the 
car company, $10,464.49 representing their 
share of the total cost. 


Property Owners’ Share. 

Subtracting the part to be paid by the 
street car company leaves a total of $12,- 
382.19 to be met by the city and the property 
owners. According to the law, the city 
pays one-third of this amount, leaving @ 
total of $8,254.80 to be met by the property 
owners on each side of the street. 

This sum of $8,254.80 divided by the total 
property frontage in feet, so that the part 
paid by each man shall be his: pro rata 
share, brings the cost to the property owner 
down to about $2.27 per front foot. This 
sum, it is stated, is less than the original 
estimated cost to the property owners as 
figured by the city officials before the work 
was ever contracted for and begun. The 
estimated cost to the property owners, ac- 
cording to the estimate filed in the office of 
the chief of construction when the ordinance 
providing for the pavement was originally 
passed, was $2.49 per front foot. At the 
time this estimate was made it met the 
approval of the property owners, it is 
stated. 


HIGHWAY BILL IS ADOPTED 
BY COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


The draft of the bill providing for the 
creaticn of a state tighway commission 
adopted by the highway committee of the 
County Commissioners’ association of Geor- 
Sia at its meeting last week in the offices 
of the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, has 
just been given out for publication. 

The bill, which was drawn for the Coun- 
ty Comissioners’ association by a _ special 
a of the state chamber, is as fol- 
ows: 


“A bill to be entitled an act to create a 
state highway commission; to rovide for 
subsidiary officers; to provide for the im- 
provement of public roads and a system of 
state highways; to make certain funds avail- 
able for the use of such commission in the 
prosecution of its duties; to provide the 
duties and powers of such commission and 
subsidiary officers, and for other purposes. 


Personnel of the Commission. 


“Section 1. Be it enacted, by the general 
assembly of Georgia and it is hereby enacted 
by authority of same, that a state highway 
commission is hereby created and_ estab- 
lished. The duties of this commission shall 
be performed by three commissioners, who 
shall be designated on the state highway 
commission of Georgia. Said commission 
shall consist of the Mean of the School of 
Civil Engineering of the state university, 
and two citizens of Georgia to be appointed 
by the governor, who shall be persons not 
holding any other state office. 


Term of Office. 


“The term of office for the commission- 
ers appointed by the governor shall be for 
four years, but in the first instance one shall 


-be appointed for only two years, and after 


the expiration of that two years’ term, each 
subsequent appointment shall be for four 
years, and until their successors are appoint- 
ed and qualified. In case of a vacancy from 
any cause, the governor shall appoint a suc- 
cessor for the unexpired term. Said commis- 
sioners may be removed from office for 
cause in the manner prescribed by law for 
the removal of state house officers. 


When Effective. 


“This act shall] become effective January 
1, 1917, and the terms of office of the mem- 
bers of the state highway commission shall 
begin on the same date. The office of said 
commission shall be in the capitol and shall 
be furnished and provided for as are the of- 
fices of the other departments of state. 


Compensation for Commissioners. 


“Section 2. There shall be no salary at* 

tached to the office of the state highway 
commission, but a per diem of ten dollars 
($10.00), not to exceed a total of four hun- 
dred dollars ($400.00) per annum for each 
commissioner, and the actual traveling ex- 
penses of the commissioners incurred by the 
performance of their duties as state highway 
commissioners, shal] be paid out of the funds 
hereafter provided for in section 6 of this 
act. 
“Section 3. As soon as practicable after 
this act becomes effective, the said state 
highway commission shall be organized by 
the election of one of its members as chair- 
man, and adopting such rules and regulations 
as they may deem advisable for the carry- 
ing out of the purposes of this act. 


Chief Engineer for Commission, and Assist- 
ants, 


“It shall be the duty of the state high- 
way commission to select and appoint a 
chief engineer of the state highway commis- 
sion, who shall be a civil engineer and expe- 
rienced road builder. The salary of said 
engineer shall not exceed four hundred dol- 
lars ($400.00) per month. The chief engineer, 
with the approval of the state highway com- 
mission, may appoint such assistant engi- 
neers and office help as may be necessary to 
carry out the purposes of this act; the sal- 
aries of the assistant engineers shail not 
exceed one hundred and fifty dollars ($150.00) 
per month, and the salaries of the office 
help such as the state highway commission 
may decide. 

“The state highway commission, through 
its chief engineer, and assistant engineers, 
shall make such surveys, maps and locations 
to be used in the construction and upkeep 
of the public highways in Georgia as they 
may deem proper. The state highwav com- 
mission shall be charged with the duty of 
locating and designating a system of state 
highways; of extending aid in the super- 
vision, construction and maintenance of pub- 
lic roads and bridges; of administering funds 
for roads purposes, which may be raised by 
the state or contributed by the United States 
government, county or municipal authorities, 
or from any other sources; of organizing, 
equipping and operating, in conjunction with 
the county authorities, convict labor forces 
for the construction and maintenance of atate 
highways; of preparing maps and making 
estimates and surveys for its own use, and 
for the use of several counties of the state; 
of making investigations and experiments 
in regard to road building materials for the 
building and upkeep of public highways. 


Records of Commission. 


‘The records of the state highway com- 
mission shall be kept by the chief engineer 
of the said commission, and shail keep on 
file copies of all plans, surveys, specifica- 
tions, estimates and other data prepared by 
his office. All records of his office shall be 

whlic records and open to investigtaion dur- 
ng all reasonable office hours by any cit- 
izen of the state. 


Felony Convicts Available for Work. 


“Section 4. In pursuance of the purpose 
of this act, which is the establishment of 
permanent highways in the state of Georgia, 
it shall be the duty of the prison commis- 
sion of Georgia after the passage of this 
act, on the request of the state highway com- 
mission, to provide for the use of said state 
highway commission as many  iong-term 
able-bodied felony convicts, including all 
able-bodied white felony convicts as may be 
necessary, not to exceed fifteen per cent 
of the total number of felony convicts in 
this state, to be used by the said state high- 
way commission in state highway gangs 
hereafter provided for; said gangs or road- 
working forces to consist of such numbers 
as the chief engineer may deem necessary for 
ractical results in the building of state 
highways in co-operation with the various 
county road authorities; these said state 
highway gangs to be worked directly under 
the control of the chief engineer of the state 
highway commission and his assistants, their 
work to be primarily on the construction of 
permanent highways connecting the impor- 
tant towns and commercial centers of the 
various counties of the state, and in co-or- 
dinating and connecting up the main high- 
ways throughout the state. 


Requircments of Counties. 


“The expense of equipping, clothing, 
housing and guarding these highway gangs 
to be paid for out of the state highway com- 
mission funds hereinafter provide for. 


While engaged in this work in any county, 
it will be incumbent on the county in which 
the state highway is so working to provide 
funds for the maintenance of such gangs, 
consisting of food stuffs for the men and 
animals, fuel, and the materials necessary 
for drainage and construction of the roads 
being built or repaired. 

“The convicts furnished for the use of the 
state highway commission shall be subject 
to the same rules and regulations provided 
by the state prison commission, as are pro- 
vided for those being worked by the county 
authorities. 


Work for Counties. 


“Section 5. The state highway commission 
shall, through its chief engineer and assist- 
ant engineers, furnish to the counties of the 
State of Georgia, on request, plans, surveys, 
specifications and estimates for road work 
and bridges; also information as to the best 
available local road material and instruc- 
tions for its use; to make plans and surveys 
for new roads and relocatings in public roads 
as may be desired by the county officials. 
and which can be provided for without un- 
reasonable expense for rights-of-way to the 
counties in which such changes are deemed 
necessary by the county authorities. 


Funds Appreopriated. 


“Section 6. After the adoption of this 
act, the funds arising from the license tax 
imposed on automobiles, motorcycles, auto- 
trucks and paid drivers of such _ vehicles, 
shall be devoted to the maintenance of the 
State highway commission, its employees, and 
the construction and upkeep of the pwblic 
highways of Georgia. And the said license 
tax shall hereafter be collected through the 
state highway commission, instead of by the 
secretary of state, as heretofore. The license 
and numbers shall be issued by the state 
highway commission. These funds shall be 
pats out only on warrants issued by the state 

ighway commission and approved by the 
governor; and all funds thus derived, 
and ali other funds that may be derived 
from any other source and paid to said state 
highway commission, shall be deposited with 
the state treasurer and be known as “State 
Highway Funds” and paid out as heretofore 
provided. 

“Section 7. If any funds shall hereafter 
be received by the state from the United 
States and there shall be nothing inconsist- 
ent in the act of congress appropriating such 
funds, the same shall be used by the state 
highway commission in like manner as the 
funds specified in the above section, or if 
the fund is to be used in some designated 
manner iby the act of congress, then it shal! 
be used by said state highway commission 
in the manner designated and specified by) 
the act of congress. Said state highway com- 
mission and its officers are authorized and 
empowered to co-operate with the officials 
of the United States government in their 
activities for the improvement of public 
roads in this state. The county authorities of 
the several counties of this state are author- 
ized to co-operate with the state highway 
commission in such plans as may be devised 
by said state highway commission for the 
improvement of public roads in this state, 
and especially towards the end of establish- 
ing trunk lines of roads running through the 
various céunties of this state. 

Repealing All Acts, 

“Section 8. Be it further enacted that all 
laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
act be and the same are hereby repealed

« of the leading live stock men of 
the south, the opponents of the gov- 
ernment’s effort toward tick eradica- 
tion are not only standing in their 
own light, but are not “public-spirited, 
- patriotic citizens,” and he would incar- 
cerate in jail or consign to the -chain- 
gang any man who would dynamite a 
dipping vat. 

Mr. Worden, Tallahoma, Tenmn., whose 
“Altamont Range’ herds of angus are 
known to cattle breeders the nation 
over, was in’ Atlanta last week, and 
he talked freely, not only of his expe- 
rience with the fever tick, what its 
eradication means,to the cattle breed- 
er and the community, etc., but in 
denouncing the recent instances of the 
dynamiting of dipping vats which have 
been reported from various pointe in 
the southern part of the state. 

“The man who fights the dipping 
Vat,” said’ Mr. Worden, “is on a par 
with the man who opposes vaccination 
for smallpox, prophylactic treatment 
for typhoid prevention, or serum for 
hog cholera, and the vandal who would 
blow up tanks to stop the eradication 
of ticks has no place in a civilized 
community, and belongs in jail or on 
a chaingang. 

“I believe; though,” continued Mr. 
Worden, “that the men who oppose dip- 
ping are for the most part honest, bat 
misinformed, and that when they shall 
once become awakened to the benefits 
that the south is bound to receive from 
) tick eradication they will be among the 
* Most enthusiastic supporters of the 
system. 

Is Matter of Education. 

“No one can be found in our section 
today who would think of going back 
to our former tick-infested status, but 
at one time there were among our 
People equal opposition to it, and o 
equal bitterness, as there is now in 
any section of Georgia. It simply is 
a matter of education, that’s all, There 
has been opposition to tick eradication 
in every section where the tick ever 
abounded, Just south of us, in Ala- 
bama, some vats were blown up, but 
the work went on just the same, and 
the men who came to scoff remained 
to pray fer tick eradication, and are 
today among its most ardent advocates. 

“I was greatly impressed with the 
editorial in last Friday’s Constitution 
bespeaking a wide attendance at the 
proposed Moultrie live stock meeting, 
an gears was i struck with that 

ook of it in reference to opposition to

“When I first started in Tennessee I 
bought up a lot of the best native cat- 
tle I could get. ey looked cheap, 
and they were cheap, too; but awfully 
dear in the end. 

“Never Again” With Scrubs. 

“T intended to sell in the fall, but 
cattle were low in peice, so I bought 
cotton seed meal and hulls and fed on 
_@ poor knoll all winter for the manure. 
The second fall they were still cheap, 
and repeated the expensive experi- 
ment, and finally sold them for less 
than the — they had eaten cost me. 
I resolved then never. again to touch 
ecrub cattle, unless it be good young 
cows to raise grade beef stock by a 
pure-bred cross. 

“We find since getting rid of ticks 
that our stock are far more healthy, 
take less feed for maintenance, grow 
fasten, and of course mature earlier. 
And we can ship at any time in any di- 
rection.. Before we could only ship di- 
rect to the slaughter house, having an 
open market for only a few in mid- 
winter, and there was little call for our 
stock. The greatest advantage is that 
we can sell the same stock for twice 
to four times what we got for them 
under tick conditions. 

“Then it réduces feed bills and in- 
creases the carrying capacity of our 
pastures. Tick-infested, lousy stock 
take more food and make less gains, or 
no gains at all, if they do not die, 
which they often do. ven the hide 
of ‘a tick-infested animal is of very 
inferior quality—thin, lifeless, the grain 

itted with tick holes. They are only 
it for the cheapest leather, unprofita- 
ble Miike to packer, tanner and shoe- 
maker. 

Other Parasites Killed by Dipping.

Farm Proves Value 
Of Pure Breeding 


Four Cattle From School 
Herd Brings More Cash in 
Local Market Than Four- 
teen Head of Quarantine 
Scrubs. | 


Forcefully demonstrating the advan- 
tage of blood in cattle, the White Pro- 
yision company, of Atlanta, last Fri- 
day received from the Alabama Poly- 
technic echool, at Auburn, Ala. four 
Hereford cows and heifers bred and 
grown on the agricultural experimental 
farm of the institution which brought 
more money to the producer than did a 
shipment of fourteen scrubs, which 
came in simultaneously, and the aver- 
age ages of which were above those of 
the fancy stock. 

The “white-face” 
sisted of two cows 
pounds each, and two heifers, the com- 
bined weight of which was 2,800 pounds. 
The cows brought $7.90 a hundred on 
the hoof, and the heifers $9; or $79 
each for the cows and $126 for each of 
the heifers, or $410 for the four head. 

The cattle had:not been “crowded 
particularly for record-making pur- 
poses, but simply selected from the ex- 
perimental herd and shipped to the 
packing house to “see what they would 
do.” They had been pastured, and fed 
on ensilage and cotton seed meal. 

Cellege Man Keeps Close Tab. 

Professor Templeton, in charge of 
the department of live stock husbandry 
of the Polytechnic school, accompanied 
the cattle to Atlanta, as did also the 
state veterinarian of Alabama, and 
kept close tab on everything that was 
done with them from loading, unload- 
ing, weighing before and after slaugh- 
tering last Saturday, until the car- 
casses, dressed, wete hung in the cooler. 

Another interesting feature of the 
cattle which W. H. White, of the White 
Provision company, emphasises as il- 
lustrating the value of breeding to 
strain, is the fact that the yield of the 
two heifers in dressed beef ran above 
60 per cent of the weight on the hoof, 
and of the two cows almost as great 
—which is decidedly exceptional. 

“Without question,” said Mr. White, 
“these were the finest four head of 
cattle ever butchered in Atlanta. They 
were only typical, too, of what every 
farmer can do, and simply illustrate 
what we have been preaching to the 
farmers and live stock men of Georgia 
for years—and which our farmers and 
cattle breeders are now beginning to 
realize as a fact.” 

The shipment of fourteen head re- 
ceived the same day comprised a mixed 
lot of scrub cattle shipped in: from the 
tick quarantine district, and handled 
under quarantine conditions, although 
the cattle were free from ticks at the 
time of slaughter. They weighed from 
400 to 600 pounds apiece, and the loss 
in dressing was exceptionally high. The 
beef, too, was of inferior quality and 
brought the bottom price. 

The four from Alabama will be placed 
on the market today: fact, the beef 
is practically all spoke or in advance 
by the “fancy trade.” 

Experimental Shipment of Hogs. 

With the four white-face cattle from 
the Alabama school, filling out the 
car, was a shipment of hogs raised on 
the experimental farm, and which also 
were slaughtered Saturday. These 
hogs, grown for experimental purposes 
to demonstrate the relative value of 
peanuts and corn as a ho tion, were 
divided at weaning time info three di- 
visions. The first was fed exclusively 
on peanut meal; the second on peanut 
meal and corn, mixed, and the third 
on eerie meal, corn and cotton seed 
meal. 

The experiment, said Mr. White, dem- 
onstrated conclusively the superiority 
of corn as a hog food. 

“A blind man,” he said, “could tell 
the difference in the peanut-fed and the 
corn-fed hogs as the carcasses hang in 
the cooler. The flesh of the hogs - ys 
tenéed on peanuts exclusively is very 
soft and oily; and the more corn that 
meverge into the ration the firmer the 
pork.

The Glory of Princeton 


Princeton’s ex-prexy sits in. the 
white house and guides the destinies 
of a nation. 

Very good. T ’s some pumpkins 
for a little old last year’s university 
like old Nassau. But listen, ub: 

Dr. ederick P. Henry. of Philadel- 
phia, Princeton ‘66, pitched the first 
curve ball. And Joseph McElroy Mann, 
Princeton '75, pitched the first no-hit 
game in baseball history. 

Those are the real glories of Prince- 
ton. Other colleges have turned out 

ere presidents, but where is the col- 
ege that can boast of two such glo- 
rious pioneers as Henry and Mann? 
The answer, in Princetonian language, 
is: There ain’t ai a a 5 

When survivors of the class of ’66 
gather at Princeton next month to cel- 
ebrate their semi-centenary, it is hoped 
that Dr. Henry will be meng 4 the num- 
ber. If he is, it is certain that he will 
be the center of attraction, and that 
faculty, grads and undergradypates 
alike will gaze at him reverently, mur- 
muring, “That is he,” or “That’s him.” 

Today is the forty-first anniversary 
of Mann’s great feat, when he enrolled 
himself among American immortals by 
twirling a no-hit and no-run game. 
Yale was the victim of Mann’s prowess 
on that Gay. May 29, 1875, and the 
game was played at New Haven. C. H. 
Avery, °75, was in the box for Yale. 
Twenty-nine wearers of the blue faced 
Mann that day, and only two of them 
reached first base, eac gaining the 
initial sack on errors, and neither of 
them ever reached second. Princeton 
made eight hit twelve assists and. 
seven errors, and got three runs, one 
in the first inning and two in the 

t was Mann’s curve that baffled the 
Yale batters. As early as 1863 Henry 
had pitched curves for Princeton, but 
he used only an outcurve. Although 


the credit for discovering the curve 
has nearly always been given to pro- 
fessional players, it is now an estab- 
lished fact that Dr. Hen was the 
pioneer. Every member of the class 
of ‘66 is willing to testify that the 
sphere which Henry hurled to his bat- 
tery mate, Wickham, had a decided out- 
curve, and there is no going back of 
such evidence. 

It remain for Joseph McElroy Mann, 
now connected with a New York pub- 
lishing house, to develop curve pitch- 
ing-to the point which enabled him to 
shut out an opposing team without a 
hit. Arthur Cummings; of the Brook- 
lyn Stars, New York Mutuals and Phil- 
adelphia Nationals, was the first pro- 
fessional to take up curve. pitching, 
but he didn’t use this delivery n 
games, but only in exhibitions before 
the diamond contests. Cummings had 
developed both out and in curves, and 
when he visited Princeton with the 
Philadelphia club in thé fall of 1874 
he entertained the students before the 
game by exhibiting his accomplish- 
ment, while another Philadelphia play- 
er, York, pitched drops. Young nn 
was deeply interested in this -display 
and he began seriously to experiment 
with outs, ins and drops. By the spring 
of 1875 he had mastered all three 
curves, and, while professionals had 
considered curves as only interesting 
freaks, Mann utilized his knowledge in 
actual games. He defeated Harvard 
with ease, mowing down the Crimson 
sluggers with neatness and dispatch. 
Then followed his remarkable perform- 
ance against Yale, one of the claswic 
events of baseball. 

Mr. Mann left Princeton the ye that 
Woodrow Wilson entered the iver- 
sity. While the future president also 
played baseball. he must doff his hat 
to Mann and Henry. And, being an 
ardent fan, no doubt he does.

Providence Won 20 Straight 
in 1884, But Giants Have 
Already Established Road 
Record That Will Stand. 


The sixteen straight wins of the 
Giants has the fans all over the coun- 
try v¢ f the ears, and it has caused the 
sporting editor to be swamped with 
inquiries as to what is the record of 
consecutive wins. 

The Giants have to win four more 

mes to tie the record, which is held 

y the Providence team, and was made 
by that club in the season of 1884. 

he modern record of consecutive 
wins is held by the Chicago and Wash- 
ington Americans. Chicago won nine- 
teen straights in the season of 1906, 
and the Senators made theirs a couple 
of years ago. 

But the remarkable thing about the 
Giants’ consecutive winning streak is 
that every one of the sixteen games 
they have won have been played on 
hostile soil. 

Most of the winning streak of the 
Senators was on hostile soil, but they 
started their streak at home. The 
Giants did not start until they got to 
Pittsburg.

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NEW BODY TO CONTROL 
ALL AMERICAN GOLFERS 


Plans to Organize Golf Asso- 
ciation With Plenary 
Powers. 


Chicago, May 28.—Plans for the or- 
ganization of a national golf associa- 
tion with plenary powers over all golf- 
ers in the United States and equal rep- 
resentation of all state and regional 
associations were announced tonight by 
Horace F. Smith, of Nashville, a direc- 
tor and former president of the West- 
ern Golf association, through Crafts 
W. Higgins, of Chicago, assistant sec- 
retary of the western association. The 
movement was started because of the 
refusal of the Massachusetts and other 
golf associations to obey the rule of the 
United States Golf association, making 
Francis Ouimet and many other golfers 
professionals, because they dealt in 
golf goods, 

Up to the present, all golfers in Amer- 
ica, Mr. Smith said, had submitted, will- 
ingly or protestingly, to the rules for- 
mulated by the United States Golf as- 
sociation, organized when golf was 
largely confined to the northeastern 
quarter of the country, and which has 
since taken in no active members, al- 
though golf clubs had sprung up in 
every city of any size. Mr. Smith said 
that the records of 1915 showed that 
only ninety golf clubs were active mem- 
bers of the United States Golf associa- 
tion, or only about eight per cent of 
the total number of clubs in America. 

Whilé western men have been made 
officers of the United States Golf asso- 
ciation, the majority of the board of 
directors has always been men from the 
Atlantic coast, Mr. Smith declared. The 
personnel of the executive committee 
was no cause for complaint, he said, but 
the fact that the governing body of 
golf was selected py so few of the 
thousands of golfers created govern- 
ment without representation and noth- 
ing but the consensus that some one 
body should be supreme had kept the 
rules of the United States Golf associa- 
tion inviolate until the present rule 
on amateurism had brought about re- 
bellion. 

The plan for a representative national 
golf body, with absolute control of the 
game in America, as outlined by Mr. 
Smith and his associates is: fi 

“A convention should be called of a 
delegate from each golf association to 
prepare a constitution and by-laws, 
for the government of the game in this 
country, submitting the result to each 
existing golf association for adoption. 
The general committee should be con- 
tinued until by negotiations, review 
and amendment the proposed constitu- 
tion and by-laws are made acceptable 
to all golf clubs in the United States. 

“The national body by this means 
would be made truly representative and 
invested with control and absolute au- 
thority, a conceded necessity of the 
game. Annual meetings would be held 
of delegates from each of the organiza- 
tions,,who would be the active members 
of the national body. and these dele- 
gates would elect officers and an ex- 
ecutive committee to conduct the or- 
ganization’s affairs.”’ 

Nearly every state has an organiza- 
tion, which comprises the various golf 
clubs in the stats, besides there are 
such associations as the Western, the 
United States, the Trans-Mississippi, 
the Southern, the Central, the Metro- 
politan and the New England. Through 
these state and regional bodies all the 
clubs would have a voice in making 
rules and regulations for the game, 
Mr. Smith said.

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BEGINS AT WASHINGTON 


Many Republican Congressmen 
Have Left for Chi- 
cago. 


Washington, May 28.—The pre-con- 
vention exodus of members of congress 
already has begun, many membders of 
the house and nearly a score of sen- 
ators having left Washington Saturday 
and today for preliminary business per- 
taining to the republican convention in 
Chicago next week. Democratic lead- 
ers will begin to depart later in the 
week on political missions connected 
with the St. Louis convention. 

For many days the halls of the capl- 
tol have buzzed with political discus- 
sions and already administration lead- 
ers have encountered difficulty in keep- 
ing a quorum present in either house. 

Important legislation that will re- 
quire attendance of members during 
the week includes the $241,000,000 naval 
appropriation bill in the house and the 
long-fought rivers and harbors appro- 
priation bill in the senate. The house 
will end debate on the naval bill Friday. 
afternoon and reach a vote before ad- 
journment. It will then go to the sen- 
ate. where the naval affairs committee 
will take it up late in June. What will 
be the fate of the $43,000,000 rivers and 
harbdcrs bill in the senate still is uncer- 
tain, but decisive action is expected by 
Thursday or Friday at the latest. To-' 
morrow the senate will vote on a mo- 
tion by Senator Husting to recommit 
the Sill with instructions that it will 
be re-reported in the form of a blanket 
appropriation of $20,000,000 to carry on 
existing projects. Senators who have 
persistently fought the bill were doubdt- 
ful tonight that they could muster 
enough votes to send the bill back to 
the committee. If recommitment fails 
other efforts at compromise will be 
made, but no one attempts to predict 
what the result will be. 

Another important event of the week 
will be action on the nomination of 
Louis D. Brandeis to the supreme 
court. The vote will be taken Thurs- 
day and opposition leaders have con- 
ceded that confirmation will result. 

Senate leaders hope to dispose of the 
Philippine self-government bill, sub- 
stituted by the house for the senate 
independence measure, before the con- 
ventions. Administration leadere are 
ready to accept the house bill and they 
hope to force a vote on it. 

As soon as this business is disposed 
of, leaders of both. houses will bea 
ready for the conventions. Agreement 
already has been reached for the sen- 
ate to recess for three days at a time 
beginning next Saturday. In the 
house plans have been laid to keep 
going without recess, considering un- 
disputed bills. Among the important 
matters which must await the return 
of absent members are .the fortifica- 
tions, diplomatic and consular, sundry 
civil and pension appropriation bills, 
already pending, and the army ap- 
vrovriation bill carrying approximate- 
ly $150,000,000 which will be formally 
reported to the house Tuesday.

Horror of Battle Stressed by 
Dr. Lee in Sermon to Mem- 
bers of the G. A. R. 


The Grand Army of the Republic 
worshiped as a body with the Central 
Congregational church on Sunday 
morning. The pastor, Rev. William A. 
Lee, preached upon the theme, “The 
Christian Law of Sequence.” During 
the course of his sermon he said: 

“We need a curb upon war. It is 
the acme of tragedy that the creative 
genius of the race should be pros- 
tituted to civilization’s destruction as 
at present in Europe. Instead of build- 
ing up, science is now being used to 
blow into bits the achievements of the 
race through. centuries. It ought to 
stop. Its repetition ought to be guard- 
ed against by the co-operation of the 
nations and in this move nong is in 
more logical position to lead than our 
Own. ; 

“We need as a world an international 
court into which differences between 
nations may be carried. We need fur- 
ther an international police, operating, 
if need be, through financial and mili- 
tdry pressure, to insure the enforce- 
ment of that court’s decree. 

“There is but one other course open: 
The carrying by each people for its 
own protection of a military burden 
that will sap its strength and that will 
keep alive an ever active temptation 
for the nation to become aggressor 
and to prey upon its weaker nelgh- 
bor. Europe today ought to be, the

It has taken form in 
Atlanta first in a movement by the 
Ford Motor company’s department of 
education, which proposes to give e 
ployment to ambitious men release 
enitentiary. 

Thousands of prisoners find that the 
hardest struggles of their lives are en- 
countered, not in enduring the years of 
prison service, but in facing the world 
and earning an honest living when re- 
leased. Employers look upon him with 
suspicion. They prefer men without the 
taint of prison. A prison record has 
hitherto been considered sufficient to 
disqualify an applicant. 

The prisoner, facing this attitude, is 
often driven back to crime to exist. 
But, to quote The Chicago Tribune, in 
which recently appeared a series of ar- 
ticles dealing with the newly-released 
prisoner, “The prisoner is no longer a 
man without a chance. Sentiment has 
changed.”’ 

The Ford’s educational department 
has sent Warden Fred G. Zerbst a com- 
munication which reads, in part: 

“You doubtless know that the Ford Motor 
company has given to a good many men 
who have come into conflict with the laws 
of society a chance to make good and to 
re-establish themselves in the social and 
industrial world. 

“Tt is our policy to take on as large a 
number of such men as can be given the 
necessary personal attention. Unfortunate- 
ly there is a limit, but we manage to keep 
taking the cases most in need of help and 
encouragement. The fact that we are do- 
ing this brings to us more applications than 
we can favorably consider. In addition to 
this, many men on their release come 
directly to Detroit to apply in person. The 
fact that we can take on but a small per- 
centage of these men, much as we would 
like to take all of them, must bring dis- 
couragement in many instances.”’

Trainmen’s Brotherhoods Send 
Men to Conference With 
Their Indorsement. 


At a joint meeting of representatives 
of the various railroad workers’ or- 
ganizations in the southeast, in the 
Red Men's Wigwam, in this city, yes- 
terday afternoon, the demands of the 
affiliated trainmen’s brotherhoods for 
an eight-hour work day on all trains 
in the United States was unanimously 
indorsed. J. Ih Cone and John R. 
Welsh, both of Atlanta, and represent- 
ing, respectively, the trainmen and the 
engineers, were delegated to attend a 
conference called by the general man- 
agers’ association, to be held in New 
York June 1. ‘ 

The meeting Sunday was attended 
by more than 250 railroad train work- 
ers from all sections of the southeast, 
includin representatives from Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga, Memphis and va- 
rious other cities of Tennessee, Geor- 
gia, South Carolina, Florida and Ala- 
bama, and was made up of members of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen, the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen and the Order of Railroad 
Conductors. 

The agitation for an eight-hour basic 
work day and time and a half for over- 
time for American railway trainmen 
is nation-wide in its scope, and is said 
to have the unanimous indorsement of 
the heads and rank and file of every 
one of the four great railroad train- 
men’s labor organizations. The move- 
ment is bitterly opposed by the railroad 
companies throughout the country, 
whose argument is that such a con- 
cession, if granted, would spell ruin 
for many roads and work a tremen- 
dous hardship upon the shipping and 
traveling public. 

Meetings similar to that held here 
Sunday have been held in various sec- 
tions of the country, and the New York 
managers’ conference on June 1 is look- 
ed forward to as one of the most im- 
portant labor assemblages ever held 
in the United States, and out of it may 
come a decision to call a general strike 
which will tie up every railroad line 
in America.

WILL DETERMINE

Augusta, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)— 
The disposition of approximately $15,- 
000 worth of contraband liquors will 
be determined in the superior court 
of Richmond county tomorrow mornin 
when Judge Henry C. Hammond wi 
hear arguments on several temporary 
injunctions granted last week, restrain- 
ing Sheriff J. T. Plunkett from destroy- 
ing liquors taken in several large hauls 
made by the police department. 

The allegations contained in the s8ev- 
eral temporary injunctions are that the 
act of the legislature permitting police 
authorities to seize whisky held at pri- 
vate residences for personal uses is 
in contravention with the fourteenth 
amendment of the constitution of the 
United States. Practically all of the 
whisky taken by the police department 
was found in the homes of former sa- 
loon men, and they allege that the seiz- 
Gre of same is an invasion of their 
constitutional rights, and they pray 
that the sheriff be permanently en- 
joined from destroying that which is 
their personal property.
